Danville's official celebration of Armistice Day—the fifth since 


that momentous meeting of General Foch with the spokesmen foi 
the shattered German empire in a secluded French wood on No- 
vember 11. 1918—began shortly after1 two o'clock this afternoon 
when the three local militia companies reinforced by Danville Mili- 
tarv cadets and the white capped members of the Danville Red 
Cross chapter moved in parade from Mount Vernon church through 
the city. The troops were marching to the Fair grounds where 
at half past three o'clock this afternoon Danville people will be 
given an hour's exhibition of imapinery warfare in which'nearly 
250 men will be seen in action to the accompaniment of the staccato 
rattle of machine guns and the lumbering advance of whippet tanks 
on a defended position. To many it will be the first smell of gun- 
powder since the days of the "real thing- and to a larger number 
it will be the first time they have ever seen troops performing the 
maneuvers they were called on to execute during the anxious days 
of 1917 and 19l8."

OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLA.. Nov. 9 


— Clerks of the State Highway De- 
partment wrote thousands of letters 
for Governor J. C. Walton in his can- 
vass for funds with which to fight the 
FCu Klux Klan and checked an in- 
itiated petition authorizing the state 
legislature to meet without executive 
will. C. F. Bates, the department chief 
clerk, testified today at the governor's 
impeachVnent trial. 


_BatesJtold the court that the gov- 
ernor- had used 15 to 20 'clerks and 
that from 10.000 to 20,000 letters 
been written soliciting funds. He de- 
claied nearly 10,000 letters were sent 
out In reply to congratulations the 
executive received on his fight with 
the klan. 


The petition which Bates sa»d was 


checked, was approved at a special 
state election October 2. 
He testi- 


fied. in repsonsibility to a question. I 
that the checking was ^one at the j 
governor's orders in an effort to de- 
feat the measure. 


The charge that the governor had 


the petition checked by highway de- 
partment clerks; thereby, it is alleged. 
diverting public funds from the pur- 
pose lor which they were appropriat- 
ed was made the subject of a propos- 
ed grand jury investigation in Okla- 
homa City and is regitrfled by mani- 
as the outstanding cause that precipi- 
tated the impeachment proceeding. 
The grand jury was prevented from 
meeting by military authorities In 
control of the city onder the wade 
edict of martial law issued by the 
novernor. 
A grand jury, scparatcly 


callcd. however, has the matter un- 
der consideration.
